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We begin with thoſe relating to the Oeconomy 
of the Army, which in our Opinion have greatly 
contributed to that Exorbitant Expence, with 


which the War hath been carried on by this 


Nation: And we hope what is here produced 


may anſwer the Expectation of the Houſe, tho 


we are forced to omit many Particulars for Want 


of Opportunity to examine the Deputy Pay: 


maſters on Oath, thro' whoſe Hands moſt of 
the Publick Money, iſſued for this Service, hath 
paſſed. : Eg 

Mr. Sweet, Deputy Paymaſter in Holland, 


could only give us Satisfaction as to ſome Miſma- 
nagements there; and we apprehending a ſtri& 


Enquiry into them of Importance to the Publick, 
tranſmitted in Offober laſt a Precept to him at 


Aplerden, requiring his Attendance on us} 


which we underſtood would be no Impediment 


to the current Service, he having before that 


Time been diſmiſs'd from his Employment : But 


inſtead of complying with our Summons, he 


defired an Indulgence of Six Months Stay in 


Holland, which being longer than the Conti- 


nuance of our Commiſſion, and a Requeſt ground- 
ed on Reaſons not fit otherwiſe to be acquieſced 
in, we renewed our Precept, and inſiſted on his 


Appearance, with ſuch Books and Papers as 


would enable him to give us an exact Accompt 
of all the Publick Money he had Received and 
Paid during the Courſe. of this War. His 
Second Anſwer was a Repetition of his Firſt; 
and no Perſonal Information is, we believe, to 


be expected from him, without the Interpoſition 
of Parliament. ä LE N

Mr. Morrice, Deputy Paymaſter in Por- 
tugal is lately Dead, and we are totally diſabled 
from looking into his Accompts. But the Pay- 
maſter-General hath ſent over a Perfon to Li- 
bon to Examine and Prepare them 
Mr. Mead, Deputy Paymaſter in Spain, is 
now arrived in England; but we have not been 
poſſeſs'd of any of his Papers and Books till very 
lately, and for that Reafon do not pretend to 
offer our Opinions of his Accompts. 
Whether any of theſe Circumſtances have 
an Appearance of Prejudice to the Publick, is 
>, Matter of Conſideration for the Houſe. But 
they are ſuch as muſt entirely juſtifie your Com- 


miſflioners in confining themſelves to thoſe Facts 
/ only, which were capable of being fully and 
clearly prov'd to them. | 


One of the Great Miſmanagements of the 
Army is that of Paying Regiments without Efta-,, . 
Mie / 2 
The Paymaſter-General hath returned on 
Onth to us, that the Regiments of Hogan, D'Aſa, 
and Dalzel, were paid by Authority of the 
General's Warrant only. Whereas, according 
to the beſt Information we can receive, no Re- 
giment, Troop, or Company, ought to be Paid, 
without being firſt plac'd on ſome Eſtabliſhment, 
Sign'd by the Crown, and Counter-fign'd by 
the Lord High-Treaſurer, or Commiſſioners of 
the Treaſury, for the Time being; and there- 
fore the Generals could not regularly direct ſuch 
Payments, unleſs the Crown had devoly'd this 
Power upon them, which does not appear by 
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744) 
any Commiſſion or Inſtructions to have been 
done. Nor can we underſtand how they could 
charge the Subliſtence of ſeveral Regiments, ſer- 
ving in Sparn, with the large Payments that have 
been made to a Body of Catalans, form'd there 
after the Battle of Almanza. 

The Money given for Contingencies and Ex- 
traordinaries of the War 1s by the General's 
Commiſſions ſubjected to their Directions, be- 
cauſe it was impoſſible to ſettle any exact Eſta- 
bliſhments for thoſe Expences, eſpecially in the 
diſtant Parts of the War. But to increaſe the 
Number of Forces beyond what was fixed by © 
the Crown, and provided for by Parlia-= _ 
ment, is plainly raiſing Men, and conſequently 

| Money, without the Conſent of either. | 
. As ſome Regiments have been Paid which 
BE fg were never placed on any Eſtabliſhment, ſo we 
9 find others Paid before they were Eſtabliſhed. 
The Regiment of Evans received 90291. 35. 2 d. 
from the Time it was raiſed to the Twen- 
ty-fourth of December 1703. when it was firſt 
laced on the Eſtabliſhment for Flanders. 
The Regiment of Pearce received Pay from the 
8th of January 1705-6. when made Dragoons, 
to the 24th of December. The Regiment of 
Naſſau from the 12th of Fuly 1706. to the 24th 
of December. The Regiments of Zyrrell and 
Fielding from April 1711. when they came from 
E Treland, to this preſent Time. The Regiment of 
1 Rochford from the 27th of Auguſt to the 22d. 
[ of December 1709. The Regiment of Dubour- 
gay for the Year 1709. The Earl of Galmays 
Spaniſb Regiment of Foot for the ſame Year. _

of this laſt Regiment we have received ſo very 
uncertain an Account; that there ſeems to have 
been an unneceſſary Expence drawn on the Pub- 
lick, by providing for it, as well when placed 
on Eſtabliſhment, as when not. For Captain 
Henry Pullein hath Depoſed, That he had a Cap- 
tain's Commiſſion in it, Dated the Sixth of A 
pril 1709. given him by the Earl of Galway; 
That he arrived in Portugal in June following, 
when he heard the Regiment were taken Pri- 
ſoners; that he only found Two or Three Of- 
ficers there, but never ſaw any private Men, 
nor ever heard that any Muſters were taken.

As theſe Regiments have received leſs than 
their Eſtabliſhments, ſo that of Carles hath 
received 1819 J. 13 5.

A farther Charge hath been occaſioned by 
Paying Regiments on Two Eſtabliſhments at the 
ſame Time. The whole Scotch Forces (con- 
ſiſting at the Union of One Troop of Horſe- 
Guards, One Troop of Grenadier-Guards, Two 
Regiments of Dragoons, One Regiment of Foot- 

Guards, Three Regiments, and Three Indepen- 

dant Companies of Foot, the Garriſons of Fort- 
William, Dunbarton, Edinburgh, Sterling and 
Blackneſs, with the General Officers and Artil- 
lery Companies,) were Paid both on the „ 
 tiſh and Scotch Eſtabliſhments from the 24t 
of December 1707, incluſive, to the iſt of Janu- 
ary excluſive. 
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We cannot take upon us to declare, whether 
all or any of theſe Payments can be accounted 
for otherwiſe than by ſubſequent Authorities 
do juſtifie what was at firſt Irregular : Nor whe- 

ther ſuch Authorities when obtained are War- 

rantable and Legal. But here we beg Leave to 

ſtate a very unuſual Proceeding in Relation to 
aS Payment made to Major-General Maccartney, | 
who, as Commander in Chief of an intended Ex | 
Pedition to Canada, was, by the Eſtabliſhment | 
for that Purpoſe, to receive 10 J. per diem from

By a Writing dated the 8th of April, Major- 

General Maccartney acknowledged, that Captain 

Robert Gardner had advanc'd to him and his Fa- 

mily feveral Sums, amounting exactly to 3650 J. 

In Conſideration whereof he aſſigned to Captain 

Gardner, or Order, all his Right and Title 

to the like Sum given him by the Warrant a- 

bovementioned ; and as a farther Satisfaction, 

promiſed to procure another Warrant for the 
fame Sum in Mr. Gardner's own Name, and 
for his proper Uſe; which was accordingly 
done. _ 
This Second Warrant, Counterſign'd by the 
Earl of Godolphin, Lord-Treaſurer, bears Date 
the 1oth of December 1709. and is drawn in

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that Mr. Gardner had disburſed 36 50 1. for the 
Extraordinary Services of the War, for wich,

Beſides it is plain, by his Account of this Debt, 


that a great Part of the Money was lent before 
he, or Mr. Macartney, had any Knowledge of 
the Expedition. However he Received the 1 2th 
of Jamary following 2854 1. 30 s. without any 
Deductions for Poundage or Hoſpital, which 
with the 795 J. 1o s. before received, made up 
the clear Sum of 3650 I. 1 

A conſiderable Time after theſe Particulars 
had appeared to us, by the Accompts and Oaths 
of Mr. Gardner and Mr. Merrill, we received a 
Letter from Major-General Macartney, writ at 
the Requeſt of Mr. Gardner, which (being ve-

_ regularity of the Payment, that it adds ſome 


Circumſtances, which are more Aggravating, 
N what had yet appeared to ur Commiſit- 

But, before we proceed to any Obſer- 
9 we muſt acquaint the Houſe, that the 
Memorial (which Mr. Macartney p reſented to 
the Lord Godolphin, and of hien he ſays we 


were to Expect a Copy from Mr. Gardner) is 
either loſt or ee Tis not to be found 


in the Treaſury, nor in the Office of the Audi- 


tors of the Impreſts; and Mr. Gardner declares 


on Oath, that he neither hath the Original, 
nor any Copy : which deprives us of the Oppor- 
tunity of Examining into the Grounds and 
Reaſons of this Secret. 

But from what hath been vrdied to us, the 
firſt Warrant ſeems to be an indirect Diſpoſiti- 
ont of Appropriated Money, which ought not to 


have been paid but for Services performed; and 


the Clauſe ordering the Advance of a Years Pay, 
tho” the Maj jor-General ſhould dye ſooner, 1s 
not to be Jute. 

If then the firſt Warrant thould be * ght 
blameable, the ſecond perhaps will be :adred

Major-General Macartney might have Reaſon 
to apply to the then Lord Treaſurer, and the 
then Secretary at War, for Redreſs (as he calls 
it,) and inſiſt on the Performance of their En- 
gagements to him, ſince he had at their Deſire 
given up his Regiment, and Borrowed Money: 
But this is no Argument, that they could at that 
Juncture, conſiſtent with their reſpective Truſts, 
and without Deceiving her Majeſty, Procure 
him an Equivalent, or Undertake to Pay his 
Debts out of the Publick Money; or that 
Mr. Howe had not a more ſtrict Regard to his 
Duty, in refufing to comply with the firſt War-

Nor is the Advancement of the Pay, from 
5 J. per diem to 10 l. to be Juſtified by what 
this Letter urges. For the Account there given, 
is rather an Accuſation of thoſe concerned in 
it, as Bartering away the Publick Money to 
gratify Private Intereſts and Sollicitations. 
5 However, when the Pay was ſettled, he might 
wich Juſtice, had he continued in Command, 
have claimed it as it became due out of the 
Money appropriated to that Service. But, as 
the Caſe ſtood, there was no Pretence whatſo- 
ever for Paying the Sum in Queſtion. For he 
could not claim it, as Commander in Chief, be- 
gaauſe (as has been ſaid) he was not fo, when 
the ſecond Warrant, which took Effect, was

Aid aſide. Nor could he claim it as an Equi- 
valent for his Regiment, becauſe any ſuch Bar-

Firſt, They are a direct Breach of the Law. Hs 
For, by the Acts of Mutiny and Deſertion, the” -”. 
Commiſſaries are enjoined to Muſter only Effe- 
ctives, and that in a very preciſe and exact Man- 
ner. If the contrary Practiſe had been thought

ny repeated Condemnations of this Pra@iſe. 
Nor can your Commiſſioners be informed, 
that there was ever any Attempt in Parliament 
to make it Legal by thoſe who directed it; and 
it may therefore be preſumed, that they either 
did not think fit to-own the Practiſe, or that 
they apprehended themſelves under no Obliga- 
tions to the Laws in this Caſe, as not extend- 
ing to her Majeſty's. Forces abroad. But ſuch a 
Conſtruction can by no means be admitted, be- 
ing inconſiſtent with the Deſign and Nature of 
Laws, intended to regulate the Army in Time 
of War, and to be a Rule to the Pay Maſter- 
General. For if the Effect of them ſhould be 
reſtrained to the Forces at Home, which are 
but few, then the Troops in Service Abroad, 
which are the greateſt Part of thoſe in her 
Majeſty's Pay, would be under no Diſcipline, 
the Publick Money ſquandered without any 
Method or Rule of Payment, and all the Ends 
of theſe Adts entirely defeated. 

A further Proof of the Irregularity of this 
Practiſe is, that when it was judged proper to 
allow a Man per Company on the Muſter-Rolls 
for Maintenance of Officers poor Widows, the 
Queen was impowered by a particular Clauſe 
to give ſuch Orders to the ſeveral Commiſſaries.

The Reaſons given for this Practiſe are, That 
the Treaſurers ought by their Inſtructions to 
detain Money in their Hands, when they are 
diſplaced, for Satisfying Defaulcations, Ac. and

But we cannot find the firſt Argument fa- 
voured by a reaſonable Interpretation of the 
Inſtructions ; nor is there any juſt Pretence, 
why the whole Ballances, in the Hands of the : 
preceding Treaſurers, ſhould not be immediate- 
Iy Paid over to their Succeſſors. On the con- 

trary, there is very good ground for doing it, 
to avoid the Charge of keeping Clerks and 
other Inſtruments for Diſplaced, or Dead Offi-

As to the Defraying the Expence of their Ac- 
compts. This is by no means a Method pro- 
per to haſten the paſſing them ; and that Allow-

bezelments and Scandalous Abuſes in Her Ma- 
jelty's Brew-Houle, and in the Contracts for fur- 
niſhing the Navy | with Beer, having been late- 
iy Examined and Cenſured by P3rliament, the 
Houſe wants leſs Information of the Frauds com- 
mitted in this Office, than of others concerned 
in the Diſpoſal of the Revenue of the King- 
dom. 

However we have not neglected to enquire 
farther into the Proceedings of this Commillion, 
and find, that the Purſers, in Combination with 
the Agents and Store-keepers, have carried on 
their F Caddulent Practices in all other Species of 
; Proviſions, as well as Beer, to the Detriment of 
the Government, and to the Injury and Diſcou- 
en of the Seamen. 

By the Evidence of ſeveral Bakers at Portſ- 

mtb, and other Out-Ports, it appears, That 
for many Years Barley, Rye, Peaſe, and often 
Damaged ſtinking Wheat, have been made uſe 
of in Bisket furniſhed to Her Majeſty's Stores; 
a * this Practice has been Repreſented Vw the 

om- 
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Commiſſioners of the Victualling, but the Per.” 
ſons Informing have not met with due Encou- 
ragement ; That tlie Publick has paid Eight and 
Twenty Shillings an Hundred for Bisket, which 
being half — of Barley might have been 
bought for Thurteen: or Fun, ber 
ready Monex. 

Theſe Abuſes Fa not heck conflied to the | 
Out-Ports, but practiſed by the: 'Bakers wiib 
have ſerved this Office in London. Several of 
them have declared, that they have mixed 
Barley and other Grain with their Flower, and 
that they were told by the Commiſſioners at their 
Board, that notwithſtanding they were expreſſy 
obliged by their Contracts to male their Bisket 

of Wheat only, it was not expetion ts e 
comply with that Articſe. 

Samuel Warren, who has been employed 
Vears as an Alliſtant to the Clerk of th — 
in the Bakehouſe-Lard Depoſed, That he has 
often complained of the Badneſs of the Bisket, 
and that ſeveral Parcels have been taken into the 
Stores, after he had Repreſented to his Superior 
Officers, and ſometimes to the Commiſſioners, 
that they were unfit for Uſe ; That he is appre- 
henſive his frequent Complaints have Occaſioned 
his falling under the Diſpleaſure of the Com- 
miſſioners. 15 

We muſt obſerve with reſpect to this Pradtice: 
That the Publick has not only paid as high Rates 
for Bisket, as if it had been agreeable to the

Mr. Shackleton, on his Return to England, be- 
ing required to Accompt before the Commiſſi- 
oners, charged the Proviſions at the Rates al- 
lowed the Purſers, when they are Creditors on 
their Ballances. And his Disburſements, in that 
way of Reckoning, amounted to 6097 J. 17 3. 8 d. 

But this Method of Accompting was objected 
to by the Commiſſioners, there being no Reaſon, 
that Mr. Shackleton, who Expended the Pub- 
lick Money, ſhould have the ſame Allowance 
as the Purſers, who advance their own, and 
often ſtay Four or Five Years before they are 
Paid, and then without Intereſt. | 
Mr. Cornwall, in a Letter dated the 20th of 
October 1711, delires the Commiſſioners not to 
put Mr. Sackleton under any Difficulty in paſ- 
ſing his Accompts, alledging, That the ſhort 
Stay made at the ſeveral Places, and the Multi- 
tude of Perſons the Proviſions were bought of, 
diſabled him from procuring regular Vouchers, 
and that he was therefore under a Neceflity of 
Charging the Provifions at the Rates allowed 
the Purſers on their Ballance Bills.

But, a more exact Account being demanded 
by the Commiſſioners, Mr. Shackleton layed the 


particular Articles. before them amounting to

every Article had been allowed, there would 
ſtill have been a Ballance due from Mr. Shackle.

_ However, your Commiſſioners muſt be of O- 

pinion, he extended the Order of the Lords of 
the Admiralty, which related only to the Cap- 
tains, too far, in refuſing the Purſers to furniſh 
their own Ships with Wine, who, when they 
Petitioned for leave to do it, ſet forth the great 
Loſs the Publick would ſuſtain by taking up 
Money at the Rates agreed by the Contract. 
Nie juſtifies his making Mr. Shackleton Agent 
of the Victualling by an Order from the Lords 
of the Admiralty, of the 16th of Sepremb.

We have difcovered ſome: Irregularities in 
the Commiſſion: for Sick and Wounded Seamen. 
Mr. Povey was made Treaſurer in the Begin- 
ning of the War, and continued to act as ſuch 
to the Time of his Death in 1705, when he left 
his Accompts in great Confuſion, and they have 
 fince been under the Management of Executors, 

altogether unacquainted with the Tranſactions 
of this Office. In Order therefore to obtain as 
much Light as poſſible, we required a State of 
them, not only from his Executors, but from 
the Commiſſioners; and, on comparing both 
Returns, we find them agree, as to his Receipts 
from Sir Thomas Littleton, which amounted to 
13 5666 J. ts. 4 d. 1 9. But they differ as to 
his Payments and Voluntary Charge. 

Theſe Accompts have lam a great while be- 
fore the Auditor, but were not proſecuted till 
very lately. On | 11. 

Beſides the Money Iſſued to Mr. Povey for the 
Service of this War, he is Charged by Sir Tho. 
Littleton with the Sum of 51281 J. 55. 4 d. 1 g. 
Impreſted to him for Payment of the Arrears, 
incurred on the Head of Sick and Wounded in 
the laſt War. Of this Sum his Executors de- 
clare themſelves Unable to give any Account. 
But from that, which has been long ſince Ex- 
Hibited to the Auditors, and which yet remains 
Unproſecuted, we obſerve, 
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That Mr. Povey in Receiving and Applying 
this Sum, acted under the Authority and Dire- 
ction of ſeveral Minutes of the Treaſury, but 
made a Payment nevertheleſs of 2200 /. to the 
Commiſſioners, their Officers, and himſelf, for 
Salaries, Cc. contrary to thoſe Minutes. 

That he was to Obey the Orders of the late 
Commiſſioners of Sick and Wounded, one of 
whom was to attend him at every Port to keep 
Duplicates, to Comptrol his Payments, and to 
be Vouchers to his Accompts : But it does not 
appear, that ſuch Duplicates were ever kept by 
the Commiſſioners, and this Accompt ſtands ſin- 
gly upon the Credit of Mr. 2 without any 
Checque, or Oath inade of the Truth of it. 
Mr. Savory ſucceeded Mr. Povey, and his 


Accompts have in part been under our Exami- 


nation. 
This Office hath been negligent in obliging 
Perſons to Accampt duly for Money Impreſted 
to them. 1 „ 
Several Sums are not yet Accounted for, 
which were Impreſted in the Time of Mr. Povey, 
Few of the Agents abroad have cleared any 
Impreſts, and thoſe uncleared on the 19th of 
September laſt, amounted to more than 36000 l. 
What Liberty the Agents may have taken in 
the Application of the Money they have been 
Intruſted with; and what Detriment the Pub- 
lick has received by ſuffering Accompts to re- 
main ſo long Unſettled; may in part be collect- 
ed from theſe Inſtances.

Mr. Griffth, who was Employed by the 8 
miſſioners in the Year 1708, as Agent at tort 

Mahone, entred into a Contract in April 1711, 
for Erecting an Hoſpital there, without any Au- 
thority, but that of Sir Jobn Fenmngs, then 
Commander of Her Majeſty's Fleet in the Medi- 
terrancan. Whereas. by his Inſtructions he Was 
directed, if it ſhould be thought Neceſſary, to 
Build an Hoſpital, to ſend over a Flan with an 
Eſtimate of the Charge to the Commiſſioners, in 
order to be laid before the Lords of the Admi- 
ralty for their Approbation. 

The Expence of Building this Hoſpital, as 
Charged in Mr. Grit hs Accompt , and for 

which ne craves an Allowance, 1s 3600. 

It is alledged in Sir Fohn Fenmngs's Order, 
| That Her Majeſty's former Hoſpital m this Port 
was inconveniently ſituated. But we cannot take 
that to be a Ground ſufficient for his aſſuming a 
Power to engage the Publick Credit; eſpeeially, 
when a more regular Method had been preſcribed 

by the Agent's Inſtructions, and when a Treaty 
of Peace was actually Commenced, 11: which it 
could not be known, that a Ceſſion of this Itland 
would be made to the Crown of Great Britain. 
Several Sums have been Iſſued to one Stanley, 
a Meſſenger belonging to this Office, from the 
5th of Ofober 1706, tv the 29th of July 1752, 
amounting to 64307, The Accompr of which 
appearing very Extraordinary and irregular in 
many Inſtances, We Examined him on Oath, 
and find, That he had paid, 1949 J. 25. 94.2 4.

Office ; That he charged this Sum, by Order 
of the Commiſſioners, in his Accompts of the 
Incident Expences of the Office, under Articles 
of different Denominations, as Poſtage of Let- 
ters, Conduct Money, G. That in the Account 
of his Diſburſements for the half Year ending 
Michaelmas. 1712, (which was paſſed by the 
Commiſſioners) he had in the like manner in- 
cluded 104 J. tho' not then paid, for the Taxes 
of. that half err. 
The Commiſſioners owned this to be true, and 
endeavoured to excuſe it by alledging, That 
they had preſented a Memorial to the late Lord 
Treaſurer to get an Allowance fgr the Taxes on 
their Salaries, and that he had promiſed to re- 
preſent their Requeſt to the Queen, But they 
did not pretend, that they had obtained any 
1 or Authority, for what they have 
Nor have we received Satisfaction from them, 
why Stanley was not required to Account for a- 
ny part of this Sum of 6430 J. till July laſt; Nor 
why his Accounts were then paſſed in ſo extra- 
ordinary a manner, and as we have reaſon to 
believe without Vouchers; for he could not, 
when required by us, produce a Voucher for a- 
ny Payment: And Dr. Lawrence (one of the 
Three, whoſe Names are ſubſcribed to the per- 
te& Bills made out to clear thele Impreſts) hath 
Depoſed, That his Name figned to ſeveral of

were preſent; Which is contrary to the 19th 
Article of the Inſtructions given to this Com-

The ſame Article directs them i in making out 
Bills to Number and Aſſign them for Payment 
in Courſe, according to the Method of the Navy, 
But it appears, that no ſuch Courſe has been 
obſerved, and that they have 1 10 upon them a 
Diſcretionary Power. 


The Ill Uſe, that has been de of thi 


Power, and the Liberty, that has been taken 
to give undue Preference in Payments, have ſo 
plainly appeared, That no Office ought to be 
Intruſted with the Exerciſe of it. 

The Charge, which the Government has been 
put to in Tranſporting Britiſh Priſoners. is a- 
nother Inſtance of Miſmanagement, and the 
whole Sum paid by vertue of the ſeveral Con- 
tracts, or for Extraordinaries, hath been a Loſs 
to the Publick. For this Service might have 
been perform'd for the Pay allow'd to the Con- 
tractors by the French for Tranſporting their 
Priſoners. 

By an Accompt of Four Yew ages, which Capt. 
Robert Maſters laid before us, and Atteſted, it 
appears, That the Contractors received for 1661 
French Priſoners Tranſported to France 16,610 
Livres, amounting at 15 d.

ordinaries, Demurrage only excepted. But his 
Propoſal was rejected by the Commiſſioners, and 


Mr. Pearce was continued. He is {till employ'd 


with an Allowance of 2s. 6d. per Head, not- 


withſtanding frequent Complaints have been 


made againſt him and ſo fully proved to the 
Commiſſioners, That we find in the Minutes of 
their Proceedings on the 29th of Fune 1709, 
A Reſolution in theſe Words, That it does appear 
there have been Negligences and Miſmanagements 


in the Service of Tranſportation of Priſoners. 


After this Reſolution the Commiſſioners en- 
tred into a new Agreement with Mr. Pearce, 
Dated the 13th of October 1709, and allowed 


him for Demurrage 50s. a Day for a Ship of a 


Hundred Ton, and ſo pro Rata, to commence 
Fourteen Days after the Ship was ready to Sail. 


Which is proved to have been an Extravagant 


Rate by a Charter-Party made between Captain 
Maſters and Mr. Pearce for the Southampton 


Tranſport, Burthen 100 Ton, whereby the 


Captain was to have but Twenty Shillings a Day 
for Demurrage. | 


One great Cauſe of the Ill Management in this 


part of the Service, as alſo of the Indulgence to 


Mr. Pearce, hath been in ſome Meaſure lately 
explained to us, by the Evidence of Mr. Michel, 
RR.

entred 24 (which is ll continued) 
with the Commiſſioners for Sick and Wounded 
Seamen, he Agreed with his Brother-in-Law, 
William Churchil Eſq; then a Commiſſioner, to 
be a Sharer in the Profit and Loſs ariſing from 
the faid Contract; That he and Mr. Churchil 
Borrowed 20col. to carry on this Service, for 
which they are jointly Bound; That the Ac- 


compts are not yet made up, but that he hath 


paid Mr, Churchi! about Two Hundred Pound, 
as part of his Share of the Profit. 

Both theſe Contracts have been prejudicial to 
the Government. Mr. Michel was Difcarded, 


becauſe the Terms of his were declared too high 


to be continued, Mr. Pegr ce was introduced 
indecd 
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indeed on Pretence of Frugality, and making 2 


better Bargain. But it is Evident, by what 


hath been already ſaid, That even this better 
Bargain hath been of no Advantage. For fince 
it was made, the Service hath been ill performed, 


and Methods uſed to advange Mr. Pearce's Pro- 
fit beyond what was at firſt intended. - On the 


16th of October, 1707, he made a groundleſs 
Demand for Loſſes; whereupon the Commiſſi- 
oners (Mr. Churchil being preſent) came to a 
Reſolution to increaſe his Pay from 2 5. 6 d. to 


5 5. per Head for Engliſh Priſoners 5 which will 


never paſs for an Inftance of Frugality and good 
Oeconomy in this Office. 1 
But what ſeems to concern Mr. Churchil in 


theſe Contracts, may be reduced to this ſingle 


Queſtion, Whether a Perſon, Intruſted by her 
Majeſty,to make Contracts for the Publick, can 
be a private Partner in ſuch Contracts, with- 


out a Breach of his Truſt, 


We have received a Complaint from Captain 
Robert Mafers, relating to Mr. Mitchel's Con- 


tract, which we cannot paſs over in Silence. 


The Subſtance of it is, That, Purſuant to two 
Orders from the Commiſſioners dated the 17th 
of Auguſt, and 14th of Offober, 1704, he car- 
ried French Priſoners from Southampton to St, 
Maloes, and brought back 680 Engliſh Priſoners, 


for whom, at the Rates then allowed, he ought 


to have received 340 JI. That he performed this 


Service at his own Expence, without being un- 
der Agreement with any Perſon ; That after 
performing it he was refus d Payment by the 


Com-

Commiſſioners, being told at firſt, That the 
Money was Iſſued to Mr. Churc/1l, one of the 
Commiſſioners, and afterwards, that it was paid 
to Mr. Michel. or r 
The Commiſſioners, in Anſwer to this Com- 
plaint, declared, That notwithſtanding the Sail- 
ing Orders were directed to Captain Maſters, 
they never contracted with him for the Per- 
formance of that Service; That he had been 
recommended to them by Mr. Churchil, or Mr. 

Michel; and that they took him to be employ- 
ed by one of them. 85 BY: 
Mr. Michel, conformable to the Opinion of 
the Commillioners, ſwears, That he employed 
Captain Maſters, and received the Money for 
the Voyages performed by him. 

But what countenances Captain Maſters's Pre- 
tenſions, in this Caſe, is, That, at the Time 
when he performed the Service from Southamp- 
ton to St. Maloes, Mr. Michel was not under 
Contract for that Port, but only from Dover to 
Calais; That no Agreement hath been produ- 
ced to prove him an Agent to Mr. Churchil, or 
Mr. Michel, and therefore the Money due on 
this Accompt could not regularly be Iſſued to 
either of them, unleſs ſome ſecret Covenants 
have been Entered into, which do not yet ap- 
pear to your Commiſſioners. 

Since theſe Facts were drawn up and ſtated, 
we received a Letter the 7th of March laſt from 
Mr. Pearce, endeavouring to ſoften his Evi- 
dence ; whuch 1s here inſerted, that nothing in 
favour of the Perſon mentioned in the Depoſi- 
tion may ſeem to be concealed.

dolphin, then Lord High Treaſurer; That in 
conſideration thereof, and purſuant to his Bar- 
gain, he paid his Lordſhip 1000 J. on his Ad- 
miſſion into the Place, which he now enjoys. 
We cannot diſmiſs this Article without Ob- 
ſerving in general, That the Selling Offices be- 
longing to the Revenue, is not only a Violation 
of the Law, and a Contempt of her Majeſty's 
Declarations in Council as hath been ſaid; but 
it may be attended with the greateſt Inconveni- 
enc ies, and every Inſtance of it will naturally 
produce ſome Prejudice to the Publick. For 
thoſe who Sell, will have more Regard to the 
Sums they are to receive, than to the Qualifi- 
cations of the Perſons that Buy.

An Aſſeſſment was made Conformable to this 
Minute for that Year, and continued for the fol-

But the Samen were threatned with 
Proceſs in the Year 1708, for not raiſing the 
whole Sum of 30754 J. 65s. 3 d. Charged for 
the Years 1705 and 1706, and they applied to 
hs late Lord Treaſurer, who Ordered a Stay 
of it. 

On the 25th of Jed 1710, the Arrear wis 
ſwelld to the Sum of 56754 J. 11s. 3 d. and 
the Commiſſioners ſeveral times urged his Lord- 
ſhip to ſatisfy it, which however was never done 
during his Management of the Treaſury, _ 

But this Matter has been ſince Repreſented 

there with better Succeſs. For 1000 J. hath been 
actually paid to the Receiver General in Money, 
and a Talley is ſtruck on Tinn for 20000 l. more, 
towards making good the Deficiency, and we 
have Ground to believe, that in a ſhort tuye 
Care will be taken to Diſcharge the reſt. 
The better to enable the Commiſioners 
to raiſe the full Sum of 30754 J. 65, 3 4. 
for the Years 1711, and 1712, the Payment of 
ſeveral large Penſions hath been Transferr'd from 
the Poſt-Office to Mr. Compton's, which being 
Aſſeſſed at 4 5. per Pound, and the other Penſions 
af ey there, Rated by the ſame Rule as the 
reſt of the Queen's F amily are, the Aileflment 
now compleatly anſwers the Tax.

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The Obſervations ariſing from this Caſe, ſo 
Stated and Sworn. before your Commiſſioners, 
are; 
That, of all the Deficiencies, which have 
happened in any of the Taxes ſince the Revo- 
lution, this we believe is the only One, that 
hath been openly Allow'd under colour of any 
Authority, but of Parliament, and that hath re- 
ceived a Sanction from the Treaſury. 

That this Order was an Attempt upon the 
Commons Priviledge of raifing Money, and muſt 
either be intended to Defraud the Publick, or 
to Deceive the Commiſſioners. If it was to be 
taken as a ſufficient Foundation to Juſtifie the 
Aſſeſſment, then the Government was to be De- 
frauded by ſuppreſſing part of the Tax. If it 
was not, then the Commiſſioners were Deceived 
by being Encouraged to act in Obedience to a 
Fictitious Authority; whereby they ſubjected 
themſelves to a Proſecution, and their Eſtates to

That the Lord Treaſurer was the laſt Perſon, 
who in Prudence or Juſtice, ought to have con- 
ſented to ſuch a Deficiency, or to have aſſumed 
a Power of Comptrolling an Act for Levying 
Money ; ſince by Vertue of his Office he was to 
be Intruſted with it, and to uſe all poſſible 
Means, that every Fund ſhould anſwer the Sum, 
for which it was given by Parliament. 1 2 

That the direQing a Stay of Proceſs againſt }F 
the Commiſſioners for the Arrears due on this 
Tax, as it was an Impediment to Publick Juſtice, 
and a Vindication of this Order in it ſelf —_

Continuance and an Aggravation of the firſt

That the Care, which hath been lately taken 
towards Satisſying the paſt Deficiency, and to 
anſwer the full Tax for the future, is a. plain 
Condemnation of this Order; and a Proof, that 
if the ſame Endeavours had been formerly uſed, 
there would haye been no Neceſſity (as is pre- 
tended) of complying with it. 

I this Precedent had been allowed, the ſame 
Indulgence might with equal Reaſon have been 
extended to any other Part of Great-Britain. 


Your Commiſſioners, in Examining the Ac- 
an pts of her Majeſty's Great Wardrobe, ob- 
erve, 

That more than Two Thirds of thoſe Per- 
ſons, who receive conſtant Pay on this Eſtabliſh- 
ment, were never Bred to the Trades they pre- 
tend to, nor ever did any Work in the Office. 

That the Maſter and his Deputy, who are 
the only Checques on the Accompts, did, in the 
Names of their Servants, furniſh great Quan- 
tities of Goods at much higher Prices, than 
they might have been bought of Tradeſmen. 
That the Money being received from the 
Treaſury by the Maſter and his Agents in groſs 
Sums, and not for any particular Debt or Ser- 
vice, there is always room left for them with- 
out Comptrol to poſtpone others, and prefer 
themſelves, to the great Prejudice of the Credit 
of the Office,

We mentioned in our laſt Report the Loſſes 
then Occaſioned by the Inſolvency of Bonds ta- 
ken for Payment of her Majeſty's Cuſtoms. But 
finding it a growing Evil, and ſuch as, if not 
xemedied, may in Time become a great Diminu- 
tion of the beſt Branch of the Revenue, we 
think it our Duty again to repreſent a State of 
them.

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This large Debt is ſuppos d to be intirely loſt 
to the Publick. But whether it hath ariſen 
from particular Indulgencies, or from a general 
Negle& of Proſecuting the Bonds when they 
became due, is not eaſy to judge. | 
The Receiver General hath Depoſed, That 
the Commiſſioners of Cuſtoms have not, ſince 
the Year 1710, dire&ed him to deliver over an 
Bonds to the Sollicitor, which hath ſome Ap- 
pearance of Neglec. 

Hut the Commiſſioners alledge, That they Or- 
dered him and their Sollicitor, to write quicken- 
ing Letters to the Merchants, and to put Bonds 
in Suit as they became due, They add it is 
their Opinion, That rigorous Proſecutions might 
be of more Prejudice than Service, and would 
rather have Increaſed than Leſſened this Debt. 
Beſides this Forbearance of Proſecuting ha- 
zardous Bonds, there hath been a Neglect in 
Receiving the whole Money due on ſuch as were 
good. 

The Principal Sum of 59990 l. due on Bonds 
in the Receiver-General's Hands, and the Prin- 
cipal Sum of 26266 J. 4 5. 4 d. 2 4. due on 

Bonds in the Sollicitor's Hands have been paid, 
but not with Intereſt: Whereas the Intereſt for 
the firſt was computed the 13th of September 
laſt at 7965 J. 3s. 3 d. And for the Second the 

25th of December laſt at 5 500 l. 

I here hath been no Reaſon offered to your 
Commiſhoners, why ſo conſiderable a Sum for 
Intereſt ſhould be remitted by the Publick. For 
the Receiver-General hath Declared on Oath, 
That the Principal was not paid within the 
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time limited by the Act for continuing the Addi- 
tional Duty of Tonnage and Poundage, Cc. 
nor upon any Repreſentation made in favour of 
ſueh Debtors by the Commiſſioners of the Cu- 
ſtoms to the Treaſury, as the Act directs. 
Her Majeſty's Cuſtoms have been further 
prejudiced by Suffering the Captains of Men of 
War, ' contrary to their Inſtructions, to take 
Merchants Goods on Board in the Plantations 
and other remote Places; for- her Majeſty's 
Ships. not being lyable to the ſame Checques as 
Merchants Ships are, they frequently land great 
Quantities of Goods without paying any Duty. 
This PraQtice (which cannot be cured unleſs 
the Captains be abſolutely reſtrained from carry- 
ing any ſort of Merchandize whatſoever) is a 
Diſcouragement to the Owners of Merchant 
Ships, a Loſs ſometimes of thoſe under their 
Convoy, and often a Hazard of the Men of 
War themſelves. On 


Tho the Land Revenue of the Crown-in Eng- 
land hath been extreamly reduced by the Sale 
of Fee Farm Rents, and by many Exorbitant 
Grants ſince the Revolution; yet it is ſtill too 
confiderable an Article to be omitted by your 
Commiſſioners, and we take leave to Remark, 
That we find in our Examination of the Gene- 
ral Incomes and Iſſues of the Exchequer, That 
the Sums there brought to. Accompt of late 
Years are much ſmaller than would have ariſen 
even from what remains of this Revenue, if due 
Care had been taken by thoſe Intruſted with the 
Management of it; For all the Payments, _

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have been made on this Head, for Eleven 
Years laſt paſt in the whole amount to but 
30% L, 184..10 4. ;. ER 
We are unable to offer any perfect State of 
this Revenue. The Papers and Rolls relating 
to it have been kept in ſo little Order by the 
Auditors, and the ſeveral Receivers are ſo un- 
certainly charged, (ſome with Rents, which have 
been loſt or unknown for many Years, others 
with ſuch as have been ſold or granted away) 
that nothing to be relyed on can be collected 
from the Accompts, as they now ſtand. 
The Methods for the e and Colle- 
ction of this Revenue are plainly laid down in 
ſeveral Acts of Parliament, and the Neglect of 
them hath been the Cauſe of the Confuſion we 
find in the Accompts of thoſe concerned in it. 
By an Act of the 7th of Edward VI. It is pro- 
vided, That every Receiver ſhall Enter into his 
Accompt Yearly in the Term of St. Hilary, and 
finiſh it before the ioth of March, and make 
full Payment of the Money, that ſhall appear 
to be due on the Foot and Determination of 
that Accompt, upon Pain of Forfeiture of his 
Office and Fees, and 4 d. in the Pound for eve- 


| ry Day he ſhall detain and with-hold the Mo- 
ney beyond the Time aforeſaid ; That he ſhall __ 


be bound to the King with Sureties in ſuch 
Courts where he is Accomptable. 

No Regard has been had to this Act. For,

That the preſent Receivers of moſt Counties 
in England were many Years behind in their 
Accompts, and that ſeveral of their Predeceſſors

That for many Years, and till very lately, they 
entred into Bonds before the Auditors, inſtead 
of giving them in the Court of Exchequer, Which 
Irregular Practice ought not to ave bran allow- 
ed, much leſs urged (as it hath been to your 
Commiſſioners) for a Reaſon why the Bonds 
were not put in Suit to oblige the Receivers to 
Accompt, and make their Payments in the man- 
ner preſcribed by the Act abovementioned. 8—| 

To the Neglect of this Act we apprehend it 
is owing, that Rents to a conſiderable Value 
have been loſt. For the Receivers (who were 
ſuffered to be many Tears behind in their Ac- 
compts) permitting the Tenants to run in Ar- 
rear ; the Lands chargeable with the Rents, in 
| Proceſs of Time, changing their Names and their 
Owners could not be found. 
Theſe Arrears, together with the Money in 
the Hands of the Receivers, amounted in the 
Year 1698, to more than 60000 J. and the Re- 
ceipt of them was given in Charge to Mr. Chri- 
ſtopher Tilſon, by Privy-Seal Dated the 28th of 
February in the 11th Year of the late King. And 
the ſame Powers were afterwards renewed by a 
Privy-Seal of the 21ſt of June, in the Firſt Year 
of the Queen. —

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| Several Perſons were Imployed by Mr. Tilſon 
to diſcover theſe Rents, and Levy the Arrears, 
But frequent Complaints being madeagainſt them 
for abuſing their Authority, and oppreſling the 
Country by vexatious Profecutions, they were 
Superſeded after they lad raiſed but ſmall Sums. 
This Enquiry was at firſt intended for the 
Benefit of the Earl of Albemarle. But his Grant 
ceaſed by the Demiſe of the late King, and it 
hath ſince been of little Advantage to the Re- 
venue. For of the Rents diſcovered very few 
have been yet given in Charge to the Receivers. 
The Rents recovered and Paid over to Mr. 
Zilſon amount to 7168 J. 15 5.9 d. Three Farthings. 
Of which he has Paid to ſeveral Perſons, pur- 
ſuant to Warrants under the Sign Manual of the 
late King, and Her preſent Majeſty, 6434 /. 
4s. 24, and there {till remains in his Hands, 
7341. 11s. 7 d. Three Farthings. 

In Collecting theſe Arrears many Receipts were 
produced for Suins paid to the Receivers, which 
at the ſame time had been ſet as a Debet on the 
Tenants.

This Tenth had been ſub- 
jected by King Charles the Second, by Letters 
of Privy-Seal of the 28 th of February 1673, be

Hampton-Court, and other Officers there, and 
being a Tenth was not (in the Opinion of the 
Auditor of this Reven ue) Veſted in the Truſtees; 
Nor could it therefore be regularly Conveyed by 
them. As this was at firſt Illegal, ſo it is il 
a Charge and a Detriment to Her Majeſty; the 
Salaries being paid in the {ame manner as thoſe 
abovementioned.
